It is now twenty-six years since an 
innovation like the Irish Lincoln has 
taken place in this country. The last of 
the kind was the Irish St. Leger, run 
for the first time in 1915. : 
Actually, there was a time when handi- 
caps were not popular, and people did not 
enter their best horses in such races. But 
the last Duke of Westminster changed the 
outlook when he ran Bend Or in the City 
and Suburban. | 

That reminds me that the great Irish 
horse, Winkfield’s Pride won the Lincoln 
Handicap as long ago as 1897, being then 
a four-year-old, carrying 8st. lb. (with- 
out the book) 3 : * 

Indeed, although the Lincoln is an 
event for three-year-olds and upwards, I 
do not think that three-year-olds have 
been exceptionally lucky on the Carholme. 
The Irish Lincoln is also intended for 
three-year olds and upwards, and will be 
run over the new mile at the Curragh. 

But it is to be a more valuable race 
than its English counterpart; for a 1,000 
sovereign stake goes with it, whereas the 
English Lincoln is now only worth 500 
sovs. In Winkſield's Pride year, how- 
ever, the stake probably amounted to 
2,000 or 3,900 sovs. 


In the Park 


I wonder what the feeling among 
Dublin’s „soccer“ enthusiasts is in 
regard to the restrictions on movements in 
the Phenix Park.

MISSION TO LEPERS RE 


DR. BARTON'S TRIBUTE TO 
SIR WILLIAM SMYLY 


The annual meeting of the Mission to 
Lepers (Ireland) was held yesterday in the 
H. C. M. S. Hall, Molesworth street, Dublin, 
under the chairmanship of the Archbishop of 
Dublin (Most Rev. Dr. Barton). 

The report mentioned a very encouraging 
year’s income, showing a small increase in 
ordinary contributions and donations. The 
gross income, £7,826 6s. 3d., was only £132 
15s. 6d. less than in 1939. The committee 
wished to thank the splendid band of workers 
throughout the country whose loyal efforts 
had achieved this fine result. 

The Archbishop proposed: That the 
Mission to Lepers (Ireland) has learnt with 
deep regret of the passing of Sir William 
Smyly, M. D., F. R. C. P. I., and F. R. C. S. I., 
one of their vice-presidents, Their Mission, 
in common with many other societies, hax lost 
a most valuable friend and supporter, whose 
help and sympathy during his long and active. 
life of noble service for Christ and suffering 
mankind was so continuously manifested to 
those in need. They convey to the members 
of his family an expression of their sincere 
sympathy.’’ The Archbishop said that he 
saw Sir William Smyly only ten days ago, 
and still in his illness, in his 91st year, he 
was full of smiles and stories and fun, taking 
a deep interest in life. He was full of service 
and interest for good. 

Continuing, the Archbishop said that he 
thanked God that this Society existed to ease 
tho suffering of the lepers, and to rescue the 
children of lepers from the disease, and open 
the doors for them of a fuller life. 

The resolution of sympathy with the rela- 
tives of the late Sir William Smyly was 
unanimously passed. 

The Right Rev. John Hind, D.D., second- 
ing the adoption of the annual report, spoke 
of the Mission’s work in China. Referring to: 
the Church in the present world conflict, he 
said that he had a feeling that the apparent 
disunity of the Church had projected itself’ 
upon the work of the Churches, and was one 
of the causes that led-to the state of war. 
He believed that if they could bring about a 
new harmony in the Church, that harmony 
would project itself upon the peoples of the 
world, and bring about a new peace. In 
China at present, he said, the areas which 
had been the sources of leprosy had been 
traced, and it was believed that this dis- 
covery would lead to the final elimination 
of leprosy from the country. 

Those present included the Rev. J. Ruther- 
ford, who opened the meeting with prayer; 
the Rev. C. Ellis, who thanked the speakers, 
and the secretary, Mr. A. T. Barber.

He is presented as a sort 
of orthocentre of true and absolute intel- 
lection, surrounded by a shoddy and dis- 


creditable hodge-podge of a universe: 


Printers and publishers are jibed at for 
showing a reluctance to retire to jail for 
life in order to oblige a nonentity who 
was sending strange manuscripts from 
Trieste. Many raw, over-simple and 
stupid things are said about oldish 
foundations like Ireland, the Catholic 
Church, and the British Empire, because 
they did not instantly adjust themselves 
when it became evident that Joyce and 
they were not completely in agreement. 

In his previous book, ‘‘ James Joyce: 
The First Forty Years,” Mr. Gorman had 
a lot to say about the unfortunate people 
of Ireland, their economic and esthetic 
principles inextricably intertwined with 
their religious practices,’’ servants of a 
rigorous code that emphasises their 
meannesses, and so on. There is plenty 
more in the present book. It is silly, 
but it can be very obtrusive. : 

Despite the weaknesses mentioned, the 
book is far from trivial, ‘and will be a 
valuable archive hereafter, when some 
work-starved undismayable undertakes to 
collate, digest and regurgitate the mass of 
Joyciana that is scattered through books 
and magazines and hidden in human 
heads. 

Joyce's youth is recounted, and an 
attempt made to establish the colour and 
temper of the times, European as well as 
Irish. His marriage and flight from 
Ireland and his shadowy family, his early 
struggies as a language teacher—these 
formative events are described imper- 
sonally, but fully. 

The middle portion of the book (by far 
the best part) is occupied with a history 
of the publication of “ Dubliners,” the 
composition of the Portrait,“ and the 
overshadowing approach of Ulysses. 
Much of this may be more bibliographical 
than biographical], but Joyce comes to life 
unexpectedly in the record of his wrangles 
with publishers.

Particularly interesting is the corre- 
spondence about ‘‘ Dubliners ” with the 
publisher, Grant Richards—the latter a 
scared figure, babbling about libel and 
obscenity and calling for the deletion of

This reviewer was present at the 
literary luncheon held at a Park Lane 
hotel when A. G. Street made his first 
speech to a London gathering—which, he 
tells us, sat down “ a thousand strong.” 

Lord Horder was in 
the chair, and H. G. Wells was another 
speaker. 

There is a most enlightening descrip 
tion of the luncheon in this book—from 
Mr. Street’s point of view.

‘* she is the most class-ridden country 
under the sun—land of snobbery and 
privilege, largely ruled by the old and 
silly, yet at moments of supreme 
crisis the whole nation can suddenly 
draw together and act upon a species 
of instinct, really a code of conduct 
which is understood by almost every- 
one, though never formulated.’’ 

This patriotism is true of all classes, 
except the Europeanised, soft-boiled in- 
tellectuals (Mr. ell’s adjectives). 


The Moral 


Having analysed the situation to his 
own, if not to everybody else’s satisfaction, 
the author proceeds to point the moral.

Czechoslovakia

OSKA was head of the 300,000 Czechs 
who worked for the cause of the 
Allies in the United States in the last war. 
The German and Austrian espionage 
organisation embraced the embassies and 
consulates of those countries, and into all 
its branches the Czechs placed members 
of their organisation or found that sympa- 
thisers already were there. Opposed to 
Voska was Von Papen, under whom was 
Von Nuber at the Austro-Hungarian 
Consulate-General, the clearing house for 
the German espionage, propaganda and 


sabotage operatives. 
Von Nuber, an attractive member of 
the Hungarian aristocracy, “ obeyed 


orders, asked no questions, saw that all 
the red tape was smoothly wound and 
considered his duty done.“ Von Papen 
had the quality of being able to “ impose 
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his will,” a gift of which he has since 
given plenty of evidence in the diplo- 
matic field, but in 1914-1917 he had the 
defect of over-confidence and recklessness. 
In the great German and Austrian organi- 
sation were Czech typists, clerks, porters 
and personal servants, who reported to 
their counter-espionage headquarters 
which, in turn, was linked up with the 
British Intelligence Service. 

When the present war was developing 
through the invasion of Czechoslovakia, 
Voska, then a big business man at Prague, 
was imprisoned by the Gestapo, but he 
was so very ill that he was able to return 
home, whence he escaped to London, there 
to be joined by several members of his 
family.

Lottie Dundass. By Enid Bagneld. London:

1 is a modern play of the particularly 
depressing type. 

Lottie Dundass has had a famous selec- 
tion of ancestors. Her grandfather was a 
world-famous actor, and her father was an 
equally famous murderer, who was certi- 
fied insane and sent to a mental home for 
life. 

Lottie spends the greater part of her life 


truly the child of her father or of her 
grandfather. She is selfish. Is that the 
selfishness of the great; or is it merely tho 
the egotism of the natural criminal. She 
does not know; but we do, after the first 
ten pages of the play. Her one ambition 
in life has been to act, but her weak heart 
has prevented her from joining any of the 
schools or repertory companies. 

Suddenly, like a bolt from the blue, an 
opportunity arrives. A travelling company 
of artists come to her town. The principal 
has an operation, the understudy has an 
affaire—which keeps her snowed up a 
hundred miles away—and the producer 
has an attack of nerves. When somebody 
tells him that Lottie Dundass, the grand- 
daughter of the famous actor, is in town 
and knows the part—for it was Lottie's 
hobby to learn the principal parts of her 
favourite plays off by heart—he decides to 
take a chance on it. 

Lottie, of course, is good; we expected 
that. Twenty minutes before the curtain 
is due to rise the understudy appears; we 
did not expect that. Then father Dundass 
holds sway over grandfather Dundass, and 
Lottie chokes the actress with her own belt 
and carries off the part perfectly. Later 
she has a heart attack and dies—most 
conveniently—as soon as the body is dis- 
covered. 

A play like this would be all right for 
a change, if it were a change; but the 
theatre is overloaded with plays of this 
type recently. Once the novelty has worn 
off they seem just a trifle sordid.

„A Dream of Ireland ” 


Ten days ago a remarkable letter 
appeared in the columns of this news- 
paper. It was a long letter—far too long 
for normal publication in these days of 
severely restricted newsprint ; but we were 
impressed so much by its quality, and, 
above all, by the manifest sincerity of sts 
author, that we printed it in full, giving 
it the title A Dream of Ireland in the 
Coming Times.” The letter was written 
by Mr. W. E. Wylie, K.C., formerly a 
Judge of the High Court in Ireland, an 
expert on the work of the Land Com- 
mission, and one of the foremost executive 
authorities of the Royal Dublin Society. 
Since it, appeared we have been flooded 
with correspondence on the subject. The 
publication of one quarter of the letters 
that we have received would have filled 
our columns every day; and there is 


The Open Road 


From now onwards a period of great 
activity among the men and women of the 
roads will hegin; the gypsies and tinkers 
will paint their caravans, the wanderers 
will prepare their bivouacs, the circus 
proprietors will give the marquees a final 
overhauling, the tramps will ‘collect their 
walking sticks and luggage, and whole 
motley collection take to the * road.

Such gentle 
measures might work in the case of old 
women taking their Sunday afternoon stroll 
in one of the public parks; bht in the 
case of people whose sole work or sole 
pleasure takes them off the roads on to 
the fields and hills more severe steps must 
be taken.

time has stirred the imagination of our 
readers so much as Mr. Wylie’s contribu- 
tion. In consequence of the enormous 
amount of public interest that was shown 
in his letter, Mr. Wylie called a public 
meeting in the Dublin Mansion House 
yesterday evening. It was summoned for 
six o’clock—a most unsuitable hour for 
most people—yet the Round Room of the 
Mansion House was packed, and large 
numbers of persons were. forced ‘to stand. 
Evidently, the people of this country— 
certainly the people of Dublin—realise 
that Ireland is drifting at a dangerous 
rate, and are more than anxious to 
welcome any plan that will stop the 
process. What they need, and what they 
want, is intelligent, disinterested leader- 
ship; and that, apparently, is what Mr. 
Wylie proposes to give them. His pro- 
posal is to form a Guild of Goodwill t- 
carry out the plan, which he described. in 
our columns in terms of a dream. He is 
a man of affairs, with a wide experience 
of practical life in this country. Nobody 
could be less of a dreamer ; and, in 
order to make sure that public opinion is 
behind him, he announced at last evening’s 
meeting that he would not go ahead with 
his scheme unless, within the next week, 
he should receive at least five thousand 
postcards expressing approval of his 


Mr. Wylie is neither a Communist nor 
a Fascist. He is not even an ‘‘ aristocratic 
Socialist —an epithet which has been 
fastened upon him by one of his corre- 
spondents. He is a patriotic Irishman, 
who, in common with so many others, 
realises that something is fundamentally 
wrong with ‘the economy of this country. 
Where he differs from most of the others

as a necessity. To have to do without it 
would constitute a hardship’ to a people 
which has been accustomed to tea at two 
or more meals á day from early childhood ; 
‘and, while life would be no less healthy, 
even though it might be duller, without it, 
the. majority of Irish men and women 
probably would prefer to give up some of 
the actual necessities rather than their 
cups of tea. Two ounces per week amounts 
to over 7 lbs. a year, and that is lavish as 
compared with the quantity consumed in 
countries other than those with popula- 
tions of Mongol or Anglo-Saxon—perhaps, 
we should add Anglo-Celtic—origin. For 
the woman who likes a ‘‘ good strong cup 
of tea several times a day there may be 
little vonsolation in the reflection that the 
French get along very well without it, and 
her dissatisfaction with a weaker brew will 
not be affected in the least by the 
argument that up to the seventeenth 
century tea was unknown in these islands, 
or that its price at one time was as high 
as £10 per lb. Now, whether she likes it 
or not, she will be restricted to weaker tea 
and fewer cups of it. Probably she will 
be all the better for the change. Everyone 
with commonsense will accept this ration- 
ing-philosophically, It may be a different 
matter if the Government in the future 
has to ration bread. If, indeed, that 
may become necessary, the sooner it 
starts the better; for at present there 
must be many families which use 
bread more than they need when so many 
alternative foods are available, and all the 
wheat that could be saved by rationing 
now would be decidedly useful when the 
lean months arrive. Quite as important 
as the conservation of our wheat is the 
prevention of an-increase in prices. The 
poor, who are existing without adequate 
supplies of food to-day, owe their plight 
not to the shortage of food, but to the 
increasing prices which have made it im- 
possible for them to obtain as much as 
they need. Greater disasters than a 
shortage of tea, or wheat, may overtake 
this country if something is not done 
quickly to reduce the prices of essential 


foods.

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says of the Willingdon mission to South 
America:—The original purpose of the 
mission, which: included distinguished repre- 
sentatives of British industry, finance and 
diplomacy, was to explain the character of 
British economic policy under war condi- 
tions and to pave the way for the resump- 
tion of unrestricted and mutually profitable 
trade when these hampering conditions are 
removed. South American export trade has 


European market. Of the pre-war exports of 
the Argentine, Brazil and Urugay alone, 
some 40 per cent. went to what is now Nazi- 
occupied Europe, and while Great Britain 
drew heavily on South America to build up 
her reserves in the period immediately before 
the war, lack of shipping and financial 
stringency have now severely contracted her 
non-essential imports from this, as from 
other sources. 

At the same time, in spite of recent efforts 
to encourage and organise British export 
trade, the exigencies of war inevitably limit 
supplies and delay delivery of those British 
goods which have always found a ready 
market in South America. The present war, 
like the last, has been responsible for a 
partial interruption of British South 
American trade, which is equally deplored, 
but whose causes are equally well under- 
stood on both sides of the Atlantic. 

If, however, the mission was, in the nature 
of things, unable to surmount the more 
serious of these temporary obstacles to trade, 
it was welcomed everywhere as a symbol of 
the traditional good-will which more than 
ever at the present time unites South 
America with Great Britain.

The State of the Army. ; 
The Military Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—The state of the Army in regard to 
numbers is critical. Leaving aside the con- 
tingents of the Dominions and India, we have 
70 divisions at home and abroad raised ex- 
clusively within the United Kingdom. In 
order to complete these divisions, which were 
much under strength, and to maintain them 
in the field during 1916, our need at the 
beginning of this year was for 1,400,000 men, 
or thereabouts, numbers which the estimated 
intake under the Derby scheme promised to 
give us. These estimates are at present prov- 
ing to be illusory, and the whole fabric of 
our military power is consequently threatened. 
The situation is not without issue, nor with- 
out. hope, but only strong and resolute 
action can now restore and maintain our in- 
dispensable strengths. The writer’s advice to 
the Cabinet is to forsake the habits of mysti- 
fication and concealment which have pre- 
vailed for so long and so prejudicially in cer- 
tain quarters of the War Office, and to tell 
the country truths about recruiting. 
Germany's Latest Fire Projectors. 

The new type of flame projector used by 
the Germans in their fighting north-west of 
Verdun is described in a special despatch 
from Mr. G. H. Perris, the Paris correspon- 
dent of the Daily Chronicle, who says :—A 
22 body of pioneers goes in advance of 

e infantry, each fourth man carrying on his 
back a metal cylinder about a yard high, 
while three other men manipulate a tube 
eight or ten yards long. When they have got 
within twenty or thirty yards of the trench 
to be attacked, the cylinder is put on the 
ground, the pipe attached, and immediately 
a long jet of deadly flame is thrown out. It 
burns with a heavy black smoke and smells 
strongly of tar.

Buildings to Be Demolished

total demolition of many wrecked 
structures would necessary, since no 
plan for restoration eould be Ag st as 
practicable.

Greek Independence Day 


The Greek Independence Day is to be 
kept in London on Tuesday, and there 
will be a number of celebrations, the 
principal being a large demonstration. 
This sé been organised by the Anglo- 
Hellenic League, which for years past has 
mainly depended for its existence on a 
cultural basis, but now claims a new 
stimulus from recent events in Greece. 

At this meeting Lord Rennell of Rodd 
will be in the chair, and Mr. L. M. 
Amery, the Secretary for India, will be the 
chief speaker, while others will be the 
Greek Minister in London and Lady 
Maureen Stanley. 


Less Petrol 


Now that the granting of additional 
petrol coupons to car-owners giving free 
lifts to passengers on their way to and 
from their work is to be suspended, many 
motorists will have to reduce their mileage, 
since they will lose the additional coupons 
they have had @uring the winter. The 
scheme has worked fairly well as a whole, 
but it remains to be seen whether it will 
be revived for next winter, by which time 
there may be changes in the petrol ration 
allowance. 


Sausages Without Skins 


Sausages are still free of coupon in 
Britain, but they are by no means 
plentiful owing to the restricted supplies 
of meat and a threatened shortage of 
skins, most of which are imported. In 
these conditions it-is proposed to introduce 
skinless sausages, which will resemble 
rissoles. They are to contain thirty per 
cent. of beef, and a good proportion of tho 
remaining seventy per cent. will be oat- 
meal. Satisfactory reports have been 
received regarding these flat skinless 
sausages, and the combination of beef and 
oatmeal is said to give a result which 
resembles pre-war pork sausages. 


Excess Profits Duty 


Trade union circles are rather disturbed 
by the rumours that the Chancellor of the 

chequer is considering a reduction in 
the excess profits duty, and direct 
approaches are to be made to the Cabinet 
with a view to a protest. It is the claim 
of the unions that, no matter what may 
be the financial position, the political con- 
siderations must influence a final decision. 

It is maintained that the Board of Trade 
concentration of production move will 
require some energetic work by the unions 
in the way of transferring man-power, and 
that a reduction in the tax will not create 
a favourable a:mosphere for their efforts. 
This view is not general in any political 
party, as there have been supporters in 
the Conservative and Labour Parties for 
the proposal to reduce the excess profits 
duty on the ground the present rate of one 
hundred per cent. is restricting industrial 
development and acting harshly in many 
cases.

ONE of the most dramatic stories 

of the air raids on Britain came 
from Clydeside last night. 

wo men were rescued alive from 

a bombed tenement, er having 
been entombed for over a week with- 
out food or water, and a search was 
being made for a girl, who one of the 
rescued men said he believed was 
still alive. 
The first man to be rescued was Frederick 
Clark (32), a married man, who was a war 
reserve police constable, and, although he was 
conscious when rescue workers reached him, 
he died later in hospital. Clark had been 
buried with others beneath tons of débris 
when a bomb struck the tenement last week, 
and was not discovered until seven-and-a-half 
days later, when, yesterday afternoon, 
rescuers, who were removing a woman's body, 
heard his moans. 
Then, some hours later, another man, John 
Cormack, aged 22, was found in the wreckage 
altve. The first thing he asked for was a cup 
a girl was lying not far from him and he 
believed that she was still alive. i 
He also spoke of other people being en- 
tombed further back in the wreckage. 


WOMAN DOCTOR'S CRAWL 


All hope had been abandoned of rescuing 
anyone from the shattered tenement, but 
when Clark’s moans were heard a squad of 
rescue workers immediately began to tunnel 
feverishly, and doctors and first-aid workers 
stood by for three hours until he was reached. 
A woman doctor crawled into the hole and 
gave him an injection. She said, ‘*That 
wasn't bad,” and to her surprise Clark 
opened his eyes and replied, ‘‘ No—not so 
bad. | 
Piece by piece the wreckage was removed 
from him, and after being given sips of tea 
he was taken to a nearby hospital. 
At about the same time as Clark died 
rescue. workers found Cormack lying injured, 
covered by a blanket from his 3 
looked like a statue, a rescuer told a Press 
Association reporter. 

His arms. were crossed over his chest, and 
a beam which had fallen near him had taken 
almost the full weight of the débris, and 
saved him from more serious injury. Covered 
with dust and wrapped in blankets, Cormack 
was smoking a cigarette when taken from 
the wreckage to the hospital.

EXPLOSION 
KILLS TWO 
POLICE OFFICERS 


While executing a warrant at a house in 
Whitworth road, Rochdale, on Thursday 
night, Detective Inspector H. S. Stables and 
Detective Sergeant T. W. Dale, of the 
Rochdale Borough Police Force, were killed 
following an explosion in the cellar causing 
considerable damage. 

Another officer, Detective Constable Scade, 
received serious injuries. 

The Press Association learned that the 
explosion occurred during a search of the 
building. A man in the house was injured 
and taken to hospital. 

Later at Rochdale Police Court the 
Chairman (Alderman H. Wycherley) said 
that the force had lost two of its most 
efficient and highly respected members, and 
he expressed the sympathy ‘‘of the whole 
town.

almost: anti-climax effect, asked his audience 


to go home and postpone examination of his 
idea until to-morrow morning. If, after dis- 
passionate and critical consideration of it, 
they arrived at a decision about its merits, he 
asked them to let him know the result simply 
by sending him a postcard with the words 
„Fes or No,“ intimating favour or dis- 
favour. If five thousand people decided in 
favour of his plan, he would, he said, call in 
two men with first-class brains, and they 
would go ahead with the plan. 

„Given goodwill, honesty and self-sacrifice 
I see no reason, he said, why the scheme 
should not be a success. All my friends tell 
me that it could not succeed, but I think it 
is well worth ‘having a try. What we want 
is something done—action.” 


GROWING DISTRESS 


At the outset of his address, Mr. Wylie 
dealt with the existing situation as he saw 
it, comment ing on the tremendous and increas- 
ing amount of unemployment,. supplemented 
by the “new unemployed,” the shortage of 
food created by the war conditions, and the 
threatened shortage of fuel. He spoke of an 
instance—one of many—of a man who, 
previous to the outbreak of war, had a 
comfortable home, four, pounds. a 
week and three children, who now was 
reduced to living on eight shillings a week 
after paying his rent. In a short time that 
man was going to find that he could not buy 
any bread, and theugh he might struggle 
alöng for a short time, he was not going to 
take it lying down. He is going to do 
something about it, and I think we ought 
to do something about it first,” he said. ' 
Turning to the state of public opinion, he 
said that he believed that-the large majority 
of the people in the country were apathetic. 
They seemed to make no effort to realise the: 
serious position. Another section of the 
people seemed. to be concerned only with 
making as much money as they could out of 
the situation; an amazing amount of pro- 
fiteering was going on; while yet another 
ee was disturbed, but did not know what 
o do.

DINNERS FOR SIXPENCE 


Dealing with the method to be applied 
to the task, he said that the object of the 
guild would be to form non-profit-making 
companies—not loose councils or committees— 
and have a small executive approach a group 
of business men, such as hoteliers and 
restaurateurs and ask them to produce a 
prospectus which would stand intelligent 
criticism, and by which, if financed through 
the initial stages, an undertaking would 
able to stand on its own legs in tho future 
to provide food for the unemployed. The 
idea he had in mind was the provision of 
four course dinners for 6d. and ba meals 
for children at ld.

Approaches also could be made for schemes 
to the leading firms in other trades; and if 
they could provide cheap food, on the one 
hand, and employment, on the other, and do 
it on a business basis, accounting for every 
penny, and ‘with no profits, he believed they 
would be in a fair way to solve their difficul 
ties. 

““1 believe in the honesty of the people,” 
he went on; “ I don’t believe that they would 
refuse to work out these schemes on a non- 
profit producing basis, for the time being at 
any rate. I don’t believe that defeatism is 
the proper spirit of the Irish oe le. If the 
scheme. should fail, the shareholders of the 
Guild would lose their money; if it succeeded, 
they would get back the money they put inta 
it. 


DOLE FOR EXTRA LABOUR 

Turning to the question of unemployment 
assistance, in the rural areas particularly, 
Mr. Wylie said that there were many men 
drawing the dole who should be working, 
and, with public opinion behind him, he could 
go to the Government and point out that a 
farmer could employ extra labour if, instead 
of paying the dole to the unemployed man, 
they paid it to the employer, who could then 
be in a position to make up the difference 
between the dole and the standard wage.

PROPOSALS 
Included in the proposals are :— 


(1) No patient shouid be admitted to the 


medical services of the out-patient depart- 
meut uniess he possessed a written recom- 
mendation from a general practitioner, a 
poor law dispensary medical otticer or medical 
institution, a clergyman or subscriber to the 
hospitai, or other specialist medical services 
of the out-patient department; patients re- 
terred trom the warus of the hospital, a 
private medical practitioner receiving a 
salary from a firm or institution, or a patient 
referred by a school medical officer should 
be admitted. (2) The number of patients 
seen at any one session of a medical unit 
should not exceed a certain figure within 
the capacity of the particular unit. Priority 
should be given to cases referred by doctors. 
It is hoped that an efficient appointment sys- 
tem for patients attending specialised out- 
patients’ departments will be developed. 

(3) Each patient should be submitted to a 
full clinical investigation, including i 
tests, when required. The doctor in charge 
of the unit would then decide whether the 
case was suitable for, or required admission to 
the hospital ward; whether further investi- 
gation or follow-up treatment at the depart- 
ment was necessary, and whether if the 
diagnosis has been established and the pro- 
É treatment can be obtained elsewhere for
